REVOLUTIONARY 
TO ENTER ARMY 

Rudd Breaks Liberated’ 
Swagger Stick 


NEW YORK (AP) - Mark 
Rudd, a leader of the Students 
for a Democratic Society and of 
the campus rebellion at Colum- 
jbia University last spring, said 
| Saturday he will comply with in- 
duction orders from his draft 
board and will “enter the Army 
as many other revolutionary 
students are now doing.” 

; Rudd, 21, no longer a student 
at the university, did not. ex- 
plain what he meant, however. 
Instead, he waved a swagger 
stick he said was “liberator 
from an Army lieutenant and 
broke it in two, calling it “the 
symbol of arbitrary and brutal 
power of officers in our armed 
forces.” 

Rudd was reclassified 1-A by 
the Irvington, N.J., Selective 
Service Board on Oct. 21. He 
was ordered to report Monday 
for a pre-induction physical ex- 
amination in Newark. 

At a news conference, he de-j 
dared his sympathy with “the I 
thousands who have fled the 
country or have resisted the 
draft and submitted to long pris- 
on terms. . . but I will not 
choose either of those alterna- 
tives.” 

“I will enter the Army as 
many other revolutionary stu- 
dents are now doing, in order to 
help in whatever way I can an- 
other section of Americans who 
are being oppressed daily.” 

Rudd, who was chairman of 
the Columbia chapter of the Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society, 
automatically lost his student 
deferment when he left Colum- 
bia, his draft board announced 
Nov. 15. 

The son of a retired Army 
colonel, he appealed his reclas- 
sification on the grounds that he 
was a revolutionary, an occupa- 
tion he said was vital to the na- 
tional interest. The appeal was 
turned down.
